MORE ON MARRIAGE. 


Following up some of the things mentioned in my last 
talk with you, I am prompted to say that few of our Catho- 
lics seem to have a proper grasp of the Catholic Chureh’s 
attitude towards marriage, not to speak of the legislation of 
the Church governing impediments, both nullifying and pro- 
hibitive. ‘Marriage, as has been told you frequently, is a 
contract of which God Himself is the Author, and, therefore, 
one with which neither civil nor ecclesiastical authority may 
tamper. Before the coming of Christ marriage between two 
heathens was as valid as Christian marriage today. This 
was also true of marriage between two Jews, who belonged 
to God’s ehoseri race. After the Jewish religion was estab- 
lished by. God, so-called mixed marriages were forbidden be- 
tween an Israelite, a member of the true religion in the Old 
Law, and one who was not an Israelite. 

While Christ was engaged in the work of founding His 
Church, and of providing her with the Sacraments, or those 
divine helps which establish, promote and restore the spirit- 
ual life, He quite naturally elevated marriage, the source of 
family life, to the rank of things sacred. This is the explana- 
tion of His appearance, at the very beginning of His public 
ministey, at the marriage of Cana. Had that not been His 
intention, it is not likely that we would have heard of Him the 
first time, after nearly twenty years of seclusion, at a wedding, 
It was His wish to lay great emphasis on, and (because so 
much depends on it) to bless the marriage pledge and to assist 
the wedded couple with divine helps. 

He elevated the natural contract to the dignity ofa sac- 
rament for those who are capable of receiving sacraments, 
namely, for the baptized. Therefore, when baptized people 
marry. under the proper conditions, they receive a sacrament. 
St. Paul says of Christian matrimony “this is a great sacra-
